Held By Chicago 


St. Louis. Mo,. Oct. 24—Despite a 


L'O per cent increase in the number 
of automobiles, thefts jf automobiles 
decreased 10 per cent in 1920 as com- 
pared with 1919, according to sta- 
tistics made public at headquarters of 
the National Automobile Dealers' as- 
sociati^n here. 


The association 
attributed the de- 


cline to je^ults obtained from the fed- 
' raj motor vehicle theft law, more 
stringent laws in various states for 
the punishment of automobile thieves 
and vigorous police activity. 


In 1920 the statistics showed that 


approximately 20.000 aulemc.bt!e« were: 
stolen in 28 large cities of the coun- 
try. 
This number was :!,000 less than 


those stolen in 1919. 


WRh a theft list of .1.500 machines, 


Chicago had the largest number of 
motor vehicles stolen. New York had 
5.200 and ranked next lo Chicago. 


A large decrease in the number of 


machines 
stolen in St. Louis 
was 


noted. 
In 1919 the number was 1,200. 


while only SOO thefts wore reported in 
1920. 


Dayton, Ohio, had nn unusual rec-

Italy. 


The most serious disaster in the 


United States was the Pueblo flood 
last June, in which the Ked*C;'oss as- 
sisted in rehabilitation. 


In marked contrast with tlte pre- 


vious >ear. only one tornado assumed 
the propcrtlons of a major disaster, 
the report said. This occurred last 
April in the Lurder sections of Texas 
and Arkansas with the city of Texar- 
kana as the center. 
The famine in 


China, calling for expenditure by the 
Red Cross of more than 51,000,000, was 
the mt.'St serious of foreign disasters 
in wh'ch the organization gave aid. 


The report declared an increasing 


effectiveness on the part of the Red 
Cross to deal with emergencies was 
manifest during the year. 
Through 


its chain of chapters, linking virtu- 
ally every county in the country with 
national headquarters at Washington, 
the Red Cross, it was said, has estab 
lished a network of a communication 
through which instantaneous relief 
may be dispatched to any part of the 
United States.

37,"S" nurses, an increase of l.OSl 
over last year. More taau 73,000 cer- 
tificates were issued io women and 
girls whr._nompleted the Red Cross 
course, in Home hygiene and care of 
rick ami through its 260 health cen- 
ter.*, the Red Cross reached 90.252 per- 
rons with health infor.iiaUpn.
